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1, Attached please find two copies of the SMABOVE report 
of their recent interview of Serik HEINE in connection with 
his application for Canadian citizenship. 

2. Although there are some discrepancies, HEINE'S story 
is substantially the same as that told on previous occasions. 
You will note that HEINE gives the names of a number of people 
now in Canada or the United States who, he says, can confirm 
details of his story. Included in the attached report are 
SMABOVE comments taken from their interviews of a number of 
persons questioned in connection with HEINE'S application 

for citizenship. 
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'l.On 10 April 1964, Eerik HEINE was interviewed concerning 
his application for Canadian citizenship. HEINE was advised 
that he was the subject of some controversy and that there 
were several questions which should be clarified. HEINE agreed 
that his life and exploits have given occasion for controversy 
and said that he would be more than happy to have his background 
investigated and clarify this matter once and for all, 

HEINE said that there are always jealous people in any group 
and that some Americans of Estonian descent have, chosen to 
question the validity of HEINE'S exploits for any one of the 
following reasons:

Regarding the guerilla operations, liEINE said that 
ere were 4, 000 former members of the Estonian armed forces 
fighting the Russians In Estonian rural areas. Thoy were 
located primarily In bunkers In the forests. The Russian 
army controlled the roads and public places during the day 
but the guerillas wpre masters of the country at night. This 
lasted until sometiiue In 191^8 when the Russians reinforced 
their troops and brought In a special force to mop up the 
guerillas- After this time, the guerillas^ power waned and 
with the loss of control of roads, thoy .suffered many losses at 
the hands of the Russians. HEIiJE's friend, UDEKULL, with whom 
he had escaped, was captured in 1949 t)ut HEIliE believes that 
he is now living normally In Estonia. 

10. HEIirS Indicated that one aspect of his guerilla days 

which has been subjected to the most questioning is the trip 
to Siberia which he took at the instigation of Lyda KORE of 
Sweden to bring her daughter back. The original plan was to 
bring back this girl who had boon . transferred to the Siberian 
area by the Russians In the early part of the v/ar along with 
some 60,000 other Estonians. Many returned to Estonia after 
the war and successfully evaded detection but others were 
captured because thoy Insisted on returning to their home 
areas. They were identified to the authorities for the publi- 
cized rewards. HEINE'S trip to Siberia was financed by the 
theft of money from the Russians and from a gold horde fur-

1955 or 1956, Chancellor ADENAUER of V/est Gormany visited Koscowvj' 
and appoalod for the release of Gorman prisoners to Premier fj . 
KHRUSCHEV, In November, 1956, HEINE and thousands of other H 
German prisoners were transferred to a special camp and then H ■ 
placed on board a spocial train destined for Berlin. Upon S 
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'^arrival there, HEIlffi imraediatoly acknowledged his Estonian 
citizenship and asked for asyliun. The -West Gorman Govern- 
^ment supplied him xvith temporary documents and assisted him 
^ in coining to Canada* IIEiriE said that he chose Canada as a

HEINE was questioned regarding his treatment ^atthte ‘ 
hands of the Russian political police and he said that his 
only relationship with them was as an object of abuse* Every 
time ho was ImprlsonGd, ho was tortured and beaten* HEINE 
was aware that his file folder had a rod slash across the face 
of the cover and this indicated that he was an incorrigible* 
For this reason he was always handcuffed while being trans- 
ported and was never asked to help them nor were they ever 
solicitous to him. HEIHE replied in a firm negative to the 
following questions : 

Were you ever approached by the Russians to work for them? 

Were you offered any opportunity for escape in exchange for 
favora? 

Were you ever offered a reward for reporting on the Estonian ‘ 
people? 

Were you over confronted by the NKVD or any other police 
agency and asked for help or information? 

As a conclusion to these questions, HEINE said that ho is one 
of the few people in the free world from behind the iron 
curtain who is without a black spot and has not been cora- 
"promised.

He has visited the United Statos every 
year since 1957 and in 1963 conducted a lecture tour through ■ 
seventeen different cities. HEINE commented that ho has been ' 
accused of spying for the Russians and this accusation was' 
launched after ho started his lecture tour in the U*S. He 
feels that Yuri HAUS either on his ovm because he is Jealous 
and does not wish to share the limelight with HEINE, or JN'VUS 
Is acting as a front oian for the CIA. HEINE has decided to 
conclude this matter once and for all. During the weelr of 
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30-3-614.^ HEIITE travelled to Baltimore, Maryland, and Inatl- ' ‘ 
tuted prooeodln gs agblnat RAUS for libel. It will rernfln ’tO" bo 
wnetho"r"'UAUS can produce any information and HEINE is con- 
fident that the suit will bo settled In his favor. 

16. IfEIl'TE also advisod that since ha has been the' subject 
of newspaper articles in the. .Es tonlan corraunlty in Canada and 
the (J.S.A., ho has been receiving abusive and threatening tele- 
phone calls. The callers are always English speaking and have 
no trace of an accent. HEINS attributes the calls to the CIA 
or the communists. He has complained to tho local police and 
the R.C.H.P. but they could not help. Since moving to his now 
homo in Hexdale, HEINE has bad an unlisted telephone number and 
the calls have stopped.
